The Man of Mystery 


T was in 1950 that I first met Rus- 
sia's new security chief. At this 
time he was head of the Student and 
Youth Organization of the Soviet Union, 
and visited Leeds to attend the National 
Union of Students’ Congress, which. I 
was helping to organize at the _uni- 
versity. 

Belore I went down to the station 
to meet him Mr. Shelepin was already 
a man, of mystery. 

| For. some weeks we had been the 
recipients of lengthy telegrams and 
long-distanee telephone calls from 
Prague requesting information about 
the arrangements, Eventually we heard 
that he-had arrived in London and was 
taking.-a night train to Leeds. 

My friend Martin and I wert down 
to meet him in Martin's prewar taxi- 
cab. The party which alighted from 
the train at 2 a.m. consisted of four 
people—Mr. Shelepin, his interpreter, 
an enormous Ukrainian, and poor Joza 
then president of the Inter- 
national Union of Students, but iater 
disgraced during the Czech purges. (We 
were told that he had been put to work 


| for the government.) . 


When we had fecovered from the 
bear hug of the Ukrainian we set 
otf fer the Hall of Residence, where 
supper and. rooms had been booked for 
our visitors. We never got there. Mr. 
Shelepin insisted on an hotet:

We pleaded that he had asked for 
opportunities to’ meet British students, 
and that he was more likely to meet 
them in a hafl of residence than in an 
hotel. At 3 aim. we persuaded an 
hétel to take them, but there was only 
one room available. They —said-that 
they wanted to have a conference, so 
it did not matter that there was only 
one bed. . 

Later-in the week we did persuade
